THE USUBPATION AT SPRING- 
FIELD. 


If we say that the Convention is supreme 
over the existing Constitution, the laws of 
the Legislature, and the will of the people, we 
~ may admit, at once, that it might exercise 
the functions of the Supreme Court of the 
State, and adjudicate finally all causes be- 
fore it. But who ‘in Illinois sup- 
poses that it has authority to 
do that thing, or what suitor in that 
Court would submit if such decisions 
should be rendered? If the Convention is 

from such an exercise of power, 
what is the restraining force? Why, the 
act of the Legislature, approved by the 
people at the polls, which defined the 
office.of the Convention to be, not the ex-. 
ercise of judicial or legislative power, 
but the framing of amendments to the Con- 
stitution. -If that act is operative in the case 
that we have supposed, it is operative in 
all other cases fu which the Convention 
travels outside the record. Hence we con- 
clude, that, when the Convention goes at 
the work of framing ordinances and declar- 
ing them in force,instructing the Governor, 
and ‘legislating for the Auditor, it is dab- 
bling with that with which it has no au- 
thority to meddle, and that its legislation 
and its instructions amount to nothing 
whatever, and may be safely disregarded 
whenever they conflict with the order of 
things which the Constitution now in force 
and the unrepealed laws of the Legislature 
now sanction. The Convention was em- 
powered {6 frame a Constitution, submit 
its work to the peeple for their approval or 
rejection, and nothing more. When thatis 
done, its power is exhausted, and whatever 
‘else it attempts may pass for fustian. We 
“Quote a part of the act by which the Con- | 
vention was created : 


1. Is the Constitution now fn force? If’ 
we say No, we are without fundamental 
law or any other law, because all the laws 
-on the statute book have their foundation 
in the Constitution, and that, the base, 
being destroyed, the superstructure goes 
with it. If we say Yes, the Convention, in 
attempting to legislate, violates the Consti- 
tution.

Quartermaster General Meigs has addressed 
acircularto all officers ef his department, to 
the effect that maximum figures are not arbi- 
trary, and that ft is not a crime to make con- 
tracts at prices advantageous to the Govern- 
ment. It appears, he says, that a momoran- 
dum of rates of transportation by railroad, 
sent to some ef the principal Quartermasters, 
intended by the War Department to be used 
asa guide ip setiling accounts, as a limit be- 
yond which no peyments would be allowed in 
any Case, has becn by some officers misunder- 
stood, and considered as fixing a covernment 
tariff of rates to be paid in alicases. They are, 
therefore, edvised that it is the duty of every 
quartermaster, and other Government officers, 
in making contracts for or materials, 
and in making purchases, to make them at 
the lowest attalnable rates. Ie no case should 
the Government pay higher rates than aa in- 


dividual or a corporation forthe same services 
or the same materials. If any quartermaster 
who allows through freights to be changed as 
local freights, et higher rates than are ordi- 
barily paid on goods sent over long distances, 
violates bis duty. The rates for transporta- 


tion for passengers, specified in the tari! 
above referred to, were at the time of prepara- 
tion, understood to be one-third below the or- | 
dimary rates upon railroads In the Middle 
States. On western railroads freight and pas- 


senger charces are generally lower rates than in 


the Middle States, and that which would be a 


fair compensation to a road in the mountains 
of the East, would bea very high rate over the 
easy grades of the cheaply constructed rail- 
roads of the prairie country. In addition to 
the regulations of the quartermaster's depart- 
ments, the attention of the newly appointed 
quartermasters is especially called to article 
ll, page 147, of the revised regulations of the 
army in regard to public property, moncy, aad 
accounts.

public notice of all purchases and contracts 
where an immediate delivery is not required 
by a public exigency, is in the words of the 
law.

The Advance of Gen. Thomas, 

After the battle of Somerset it was tele- 
graphed over the military line that Gen. Thom- 
as was in hot pursuit of the flying rebels, and 
that now deliverance would surely come to 
the loyal East Tennesseceans. But the promise 
was all there was of it. The roade in that 
country are not very good, and the army may 
have found it impossible to proceed. But 
from the way Gen.Schoepff’s brigade made the 
twenty mile march from Somersct to the bat- 
tle-field, in mud knee-deep, we believe the 
boys would not bave hesitated to continue the 
pursuit further; and that it will yet appear 
that the belt is duc, not so much 
to difficult locomotion, as to “ orders from 
Washington,” euch as impelicd that dreadful 
retreat from London last October. The 
troops, who are In the mud themselves, can 
see no reason why there was no advance, and 
they growl at being held back to guard 


| Swamps and keep tadpoles in subjection. We 


have had but little news from that quarter 
since the battle, but it would appear from ac- 
counts at hand that the division of General 
Thomas is being arranged to adyanee in two 
columns, one directly upon Camberland Gap, 
and the other along the road taken by Zolll- 
coffer’s command in their last retreat. The 
Cumberland Gap expedition is under General 
Carter of East Tennessee, and comprises the 
two loyel Tennessee regiments, the 16th Ohio, 
49th Indiana,Munday's (Ky.) Cavairy,and Col 
Garrard’s infantry—in all about 4,500 men, in- 
cluding Capt. Wetmore’s Ohio battery. This 
column was at last accounts (February 3), 
at “ Camp Swamps,”’ fourteen miles beyond 
London, and only ten miles north of Barbour- 
ville. Gen. Carter was anxious to proceed to 
Barbourville, (which is twenty-five miles from 
the Gep,) because he could find no forage 
where he was, but hoped to do so further on. 
A letter from Camp Swamps, the 34 inst., 
written by one of the Tennessee volunteers, 
says:
